MOVIE REVIEW

“My Foolish Heart,” starring 
Susan Hayward and Dena Andrews. 
(A Samuel Goldwyn Production.) 

Every once in a while Hollywood 
comes through with the type of 
movie that lives up to the name 
Hollywood would like to have for 
itself. “My Foolish Heart” is such 
a movie; it combines acting, story, 
and music, and comes out with a 
topnotch motion picture. 

The story, dealing with the theme 
“Should or should you not before 
marriage?,” is an adult onsidera- 
tion of a very adult problem. The 
setting is wartime, when morals 
are on an especially shaky pedes- 
tal, and the touching story of two 
young people in love is told in such 
a way that it is guaranteed to bring 
rain from the staunchest tear ducts. 
Via flashbacks, “My Foolish Heart” 
reveals how Dana Andrews meets 
Susan Hayward accidentally at a 
party, who he finally locates her 
again, how he lures her to his 
apartment, how she escapes his 
lure, how she returns to be lured 
again, how she bears his child with- 
out his knowing she is pregnant, 
and how she finally irons out her 
life despite the terrible tragedy 
which nearly destroys her life. 

The acting is emoting with a 
capital ‘E’. Susan Hayward shows 
more - than- average possibilities, 
and one day she'll bring home the 
Oscar. Her handling of a difficult 
role is sentimental without being 
sloppy, and effective without being 
overdramatic. 

Miss Hayward makes Eloise Win- 
ters as real as the everyday occur- 
rence of the problem dealt with. As 
for Dana Andrews, he is as good 
as he always is. In this role he 
plays a likable heel, who for once 
finds out that there is such a thing 
as love and that romance isn’t a 
game or a one-night stand.

“My Foolish Heart.” The 
song, bearing the same title as the 
movie, is one of the most tender 
ballads to be penned in a long time.

and touching each citizen, announcements of public meetings which 
affect certain groups, reports of births and deaths and all the other 
minutae which go to make up the milieu through which all of us pass 
are contained at one time or another in a newspaper. The newspaper is 
the ship with a captain and cargo; that ship must have a rudder. 

Editorial policies steer the ship to the final destination along a non- 
erratic course digressing only to avoid an uncharted reef. As many dif- 
ferent editorial policies as there are newspapers, as many final destina- 
tions plotted as there are editorial policies, yet there is a final final 
destination, a last port towards which each newspaper is bearing. This 
last stop is called “ultimate truth in reporting.” No newspaper is dis- 
couraged because she realizes that this far port is beyond reach, as far 
beyond reach as ultimate truth in religion or science. Her captain with 
his sailing orders always has the bow pointed in that direction. 

Sometimes the political or economic sea of controversy blows up 
such a squall that the sailing orders must be amended in part to suit 
the new conditions. No sense in riding the angry waves of disgruntled 
public opinion sideways. Better to alter the course and seek the quieter 
waters than to buck the storm and go under. Unpopular crusades by a 
newspaper can cause circulation to drop off, advertising to cancel with 
red ink appearing on the financial ledger. The newspaper persisting in 
bucking public opinion oftentimes will be sucked below the level of 
financial solvency. What long range good has she accomplished in thus 
vanishing with her flags flying. She has scuttled herself long before she 
reaches the age of honorable discharge from service with very little to 
her credit except one brave attempt to cross an impassable sea. 

The Sacramento State College Hornet is a newspaper reflecting the 
attitudes and interests of a particular group of people, college students. 
This newspaper must have its sailing orders like any other. She can 
now set her compass towards the following ports-of-call along the way: 
the ports of “sceuracy and good taste”; “opinion based on facts”; 
“criticism with good judgment”; “development of the college”; “pro- 
motion of good relations with other colleges, with the commanity, with 
the faculty, with the students.” The single final destination of the 
Hornet is to weld the news, attitudes, the interests of the student body 
of Sacramento State College into a readable body of journalism which 
approaches truth and perfection as much as is possible. With the bow 
pointed in the general direction of the final final destination, the Hornet 
should proudly sail on her way, a good ship with the captain firmly 
clutching his sailing orders in his hand.

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| Physical Exams Are 
‘Must For Students 


Mrs. Helen H. Gilkey of the State 
| College Health Service, announced 
| that 142 students have completed 
| their physical examinations so far 
| during the spring semester. Those 
| who have not as yet reported for 
their examinations are urged to do 
so as soon as possible. 


A complete health examination 
is required of all regular students 
upon entrance to the college. This 
examination, however, is not re- 
quired for part time students car- 
rying less than six units. 

Of the 142 students completing 
the examination, 92 have made use 
of the free hearing test offered to 
all students by the Maico Audio- 
meter Company. Twenty-six stu- 
dents were found to have some de- 
gree of hearing loss, but of these 
26, only four were classified as 
having hearing deficiencies. One 
student was advised to rearrange 
his program due to hearing diffi- 
culties. 

In addition to the examination 
function, the health service pro- 
vides consultations, health counsel- 
ing, and emergency first-aid treat- 
ment. The students’ health status 
may indicate a need for modifica- 
tion of his study load or a limita- 
tion of other activities. 


The health service is under the 
direction of a part time physician, 
William C. Hickey, M.D., and the 
health officeis under full time di- 
rection of Mrs. Gilkey, a registered 
nurse.
